Reed Fo rces th e Din g ley Bill 
Th ro u g h o n Time. 


IS IN EFFECT FROM TODAY 


The Bill Was Passed By a Vote of 
205 to 122—Duties From and 
After April 1st. 


W as h i n g t o n , D. C., April i . — 
Speaker Reed put the Ding ley bill 
throug h the house on schedule time 
y esterday . 
It passed by a vote of 
205 to 122. 
Less than one-fifth of 
the 
bill was considered by para­ 
graphs. 
Not an amendment out­ 
side of those oilered by republican 
cnembers of the ways and means 
com m ittee 
was 
allowed 
to 
be 
adopted. 
In its entirety it is the 
creation of Mr. 
Ding ley and his 
party colleagues of the ways and 
-means committee. 
Fifteen minutes before 3 o ’clock 
Mr. McMillia, of dTennessee, was 
recog nized for five minutes to close 
the debate for his side. 
He oriefly 
reviewed the ‘^extraordinary” meth­ 
ods by which the bill was being 
broug ht to a vote. He charged that 
amendments were cut ofí because 
the leaders of -the majority feared 
they might be crushed by their own 
I 
cohorts. 
“ I 
defy you now,” he 
said, “ to give us an opportunity to 
amend the sugar schedule, which 
^ 
was framed to protect the big gest 
trust in the country. 
And today 
I 
y ou crowned the infamy of the bill 
by 
making 
it 
retroactive.” 
He 
concluded by having read at the 
' 
clerk’s desk the words of Speaker 
Reed, then in the opposition, on 
the passage of the Wilson law. 
“ With those words,” said he, “ I 
let the bill g o forth to the just exe­ 
cration of a robbed and outraged 
people.” 
[Democratic applause.] 
Mr. Ding ley then took the floor 
and closed the debate in a ten min­ 
utes’ 
speech. 
In 
calm words he 


I 
spoke of the extraordinary circum- 
- stances which produced 
the 
exi­ 
g ency 
which 
congress had been 
called in extra session to meet. The 
way s and means committee had la­ 
bored faithfully for months to ad­ 
just duties to present conditions. 
There might be some little dissatis­ 
faction with the rates. 
K e assured 
i 
his colleag ues and the country that 
I 
he felt confident the bill would ac­ 
complish the purpose for which it 
; 
was framed. When the hammer fell 
at exactly 3 o’clock the republicans 
g ave the leader a ringing round of 
applause, which was taken up by 
the galleries. 
It continued for sev­ 
eral minutes. 
The debate being at 
i l a n end, the committee rose and the 
and pending amendments were 
reported lo the house by Mr. Sher­ 
man. 
The bill was then ordered to be 
read a third time, after which Mr. 
Dockery (dem.) of Missouri,offered 
^ 
the motion for the minority to re­ 
commit the bill with instructions. 
The motion was in the form of a 
resolution, as follows: 
“ Resolved, That the bill (H . R. 
37 9) be recommitted to the commit­ 
tee on ways and means, with in­ 
structions to report the same back 
to the house with amendment plac­ 
ing upon the free list all articles 
manufactured, 
produced 
or co n ­ 
trolled 
by 
any 
coraDination 
or 
org anization of persons, corpora 
tions formed in the United States 
for the purpose of limiting, régulât 
! 
ing or controlling 
the supply or 
■ 
price of any such articles, and with 
, 
the further provision that the rates 
of duty now prescribed by law shall 
be levied and collected on any and 
all of such articles when, in the 
, 
opinion 
of 
the 
scretary 
of 
the 
treasury such articles shall cease to 
be manufactured, produced or con ­ 
trolled m the United Slates by any 


such ciombination or org anization.” 
Contrary to the general expecta­ 
tion, no point of order was raised 
against the motion. 
Mr. Dingley, 
however, 
demanded the previous 
question on the motion, which was 
ordered, and without debate or leg ­ 
islation the vote was taken upon it 
by the ayes and nays. 
The motion 
to recommit was lost— 148 to 196. 
The 
republicans 
voted 
solidly 
ap in s t the motion ana the com ­ 
bined opposition, with the excep­ 
tion of Mr. Newiands, for it. 
Fhe roll call on the passage of 
the bill was then taken and followed 
with interest. Not a break occurred 
in the republican ranks. 
Five dem­ 
ocrats— Messrs. Meyer, Broussard 
and Davey , of Louisiana, and Kle­ 
berg and Slayden of Texas, voted 
with 
the 
republican 
majori­ 
ty. 
Mr. Howard, of Alabama, was 
the only populist who vuted for the 
bill, but twenty-one of the popu­ 
lists, fusionists and 
silventes de­ 
clined to record themselves either 
way. 
Before announcing the result 
of the vote the speaker directed his 
name to be called. 
“ Mr. Reed!” shouted the clerk. 
“ A y e,” replied the speaker. 
The 
republicans applauded vigorously. 
Then 
the speaker announced the 
result: 
“ Ayes, 
205; nays, 122; absent 
and not voting, 21, and so the bill 
IS passed.” 
The republicans rose 
en masse and cheered. 
The g al­ 
leries joined in the demonstration. 
Immediately 
afterward, 
on 
Mr, 
Ding ley ’s motion, 
the 
house ad­ 
journed until Saturday. 
The senate will promptly refer 
the measure to the committee on 
finance. 
Then it will await devel­ 
opments. 
In 
committee the 
bill 
will be almost entirely reconstruct­ 
ed. 
Nobody expects a report from 
the finance committee for six weeks 
at least.
